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More BONUS Turkey 

DESE — SFS received another notification of a 
BONUS Turkey purchase by USDA. This particular 
BONUS Turkey buy resulted in Missouri being “fair- 
shared” an additional truck of A537 Boneless 
Turkey Roasts and two trucks of A549 
Frozen Turkey Breast, Deli Style, both for 
November delivery. DESE — SFS was also 
able to request, and be awarded, an 
additional five trucks of A549 Frozen Turkey Breast, Deli 
Style for December delivery. Look for the additional 
items to be on the November and December Open 
Orders for delivery in December and January. 

DESE — SFS also received an E-Mail from USDA 
notifying of an oversight in the initial purchase of A537 
Boneless Turkey Roasts. The E-Mail detailed a mistake 
made in the purchase of three of the six trucks Missouri 
received of A537, which resulted in three trucks actually 

being a Bone-In Turkey Breast with Gravy, 
OoPs! instead of the Boneless Turkey Roast. 
After notifying the contracted state 
warehouse, Food Distribution Associates, 
it was determined that LEAs receiving deliveries during 
the first and second weeks of the month received the 
mistaken Bone-In Turkey Breast. An E-Mail was sent to 
the FSD of affected LEAs, if a valid E-Mail address was 
on file. All LEAs may want to double-check their A537 
to verify it is a Boneless Turkey Roast and not a Bone-In 
Turkey Breast prior to menuing. If your LEA receives 
commodity deliveries during the first or second week of 
the month and you did not receive the E-Mail, please 
contact Matthew Essner for additional information. 

DESE — SFS cannot receive replacement product 
from USDA, and we ask that you make modifications to 
your menus to use the Bone-In Turkey Breast and 
Gravy. DESE — SFS apologizes for any inconveniences 
this may cause, this was out of our control.

Submitting Orders to DESE — SFS 

LEAs have been required to submit monthly orders to 
DESE — SFS via E-Mail for less than a year now, and the 
transition has been a great success, THANKS! Each month 
there are fewer questions from LEAs needing assistance in 
submitting their monthly orders in the proper manner. 
DESE — SFS would like to reiterate a few points that will 
continue to make ordering a more efficient process for all 
involved. 

1. All items available through DESE — SFS have Order 

Y Forms posted to the DESE — SFS Commodities 
Web Site. Any additional Order Forms received via 
fax, mail, ect. are not DESE — SFS items. 

SY 2. All Order Forms are available in PDF format and 
must be filled out on the computer, saved, and 
returned to DESE — SFS via E-Mail to 
webreplyascfocom@dese.mo.gov. 

Ve Include your AGREEMENT NUMBER first in the 
subject line of the E-Mail when submitting. 

ae Double-check your orders for accuracy!! Making 
adjustments to orders is not always possible, so 
please verify you have ordered all you need (and 
nothing you don’t need) prior to submitting. 

SY 5. Orders are due by the 15"" of the month at 12:00 
p.m. (noon). DESE — SFS begins compiling all of 
the orders shortly after the deadline, and may not 
be able to add any orders submitted after the 
deadline. 
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Product Updates 
DESE — SFS has added a PDF document to the 
Commodities Web Site which has the quantities of 
Prorated Commodities to be delivered during the next 
month. The document also has any adjustments which 
had to be made to items with limited quantities on the 
Open Order. The document will be updated each month 
after all the quantities of Open Orders have been finalized. 
The highlighted column indicates the new, modified, 
quantity your LEA can expect on the next delivery. Also 
the footer contains details about the delivery weeks for 
the Prorated Commodities. 
A schedule of items to look forward to on upcoming 
Open Orders was listed on page 3 of the September 2009 
Commodity Shelf Newsletter. Below are additional Open 
Order items with estimated delivery periods and the 
quantities of each item are also listed. 
- A507 Chicken, Canned, Boned, Fully Cooked. Jan 
2010 and Feb 2010 (1,000 cases each) 

- A537 Turkey Roasts, Boneless, Frozen, Ready-to- 
Cook. Dec 2009 (1,000 cases) 

- A549 Turkey Breast, Deli Style, Frozen. Dec 2009 
(2,000 cases) and Jan 2010 (5,000 cases) 

Each item’s Commodity Fact Sheet is hyperlinked by 
clicking on the Commodity Code or can be found on the 
DESE — SFS Commodities Web Site under the heading 
Nutritional Information. All time periods are the expected 


delivery time periods and may change due to USDA 
purchasing. The case quantity is the amount available to 
ALL LEAs throughout the entire State of Missouri. All items 
have been requested by USDA and are not guaranteed. 

When the state-wide total of Open Orders is greater 
than the quantity in inventory for a specific item, then 
orders are adjusted by DESE — SFS to scale back orders on 
a percentage based on orders received. The items 
receiving adjustments for October delivery were Carrots, 
AO99 (LEAs received about 25% of their placed orders), 
Peas, A140 (LEAs received about 54% of their placed 
orders), Blueberries, A387 (LEAs received about 27% of 
their placed orders), Turkey Roasts, A537 (LEAs received 
about 95% of their placed orders), Cheddar Cheese 
Shredded, BO27 (LEAs received about 30% of their placed 
orders), Mozzarella Cheese Shredded B0O35 (LEAs received 
about 29% of their placed orders) and Oats, B444 (LEAs 
ordering only one case of B444 were shipped their one 
case until quantities were depleted). Normally all LEAs 
ordering Open Order items will receive at least one case 
even if the item has to be scaled back by DESE — SFS, with 
the exception of Oats last month. 
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Mrs. Clarks Update 

Mrs. Clarks (MC) issued a hold on their reduced calorie 
ranch (gallon and portion cups) on August 28, 2009, that 
escalated to a recall on September 9, 2009. All products 
which were delivered to LEAs have been accounted for. 
LEAs ordering MC reduced calorie ranch for September 
and October delivery WILL NOT receive the products and 
should double-check their invoices to verify they did not 
get billed by MC for product that will not be delivered. 

MC also had an issue with liquid margarine for 
October distribution because MC ran out of caps for the 
product. This resulted in a delay of shipping the products 
into Food Distribution Associates (FDA); therefore some 
LEAs did not receive their October delivery of liquid 
margarine. The liquid margarine is now at FDA and will be 
delivered to LEAs who have not already received their 
October delivery, and LEAs who did not receive their liquid 
margarine on their October delivery, the product has been 
back-ordered at FDA and will be delivered along with the 
rest of your November commodities.

Prorated Commodities are USDA Donated Foods (DF), which are purchased by DESE - SFS and then equally distributed to all LEAs participating in 
the DF program based on their Average Daily Participation (ADP) in the National School Lunch Program. These commodities are intended to be 
used in the approved Child Nutrition Programs sponsored by USDA. LEAs may REFUSE any Prorated Commodity item they wish by having the 
Authorized Representative contact DESE - SFS in writing at least six (6) weeks prior to the beginning Estimated Delivery Period. Refusals 
can be sent via E-Mail to webreplyascfocom@dese.mo.gov, by Fax to 573-526-3897 or by letter to PO Box 480, Jefferson City, MO 65102-0480.

Example: A truck of A608 is estimated by ECOS to cost $59,540 and contain 1,000 cases; therefore the Estimated VALUE is $59,540 = 1,000 = $59.54. 


aoe These commodity BEANS can be credited for a Vegetable or a Meat/Meat Alternate in Food Based Menu Planning, but cannot be credited for BOTH on the same 


menu. 
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Beef and Chicken Case/ADP'’s are determined by the response each LEA chose on the Processing Packet for School Year 2009 - 2010. If your LEA chose to process 


any percent of either commodity, then you must adjust the Case/ADP accordingly. If your LEA chose to process 100% of the commodity, then ZERO (0) cases will be 
prorated to your LEA. 
Example: If you chose to process 50% of your Chicken and your ADP is 100, then you would determine your quantity of A515 cases and multiply by 0.50 to 
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estimate that you will receive 2 cases of A515.
